At that time the cause of the disease 
was ‘unknown and. while plant 
scientists argued, worried and ex- 
pommel the Irish people went 
ungry. Serious losses also were 
suffered in England and western 
continental Europe. 

Today, we know how to control 
this disease. Serious damage has 
been common in central and south- 
ern Manitoba for the last three or 
four years, and local infestations 
have been recorded in Saskatchewan 
and Alberta. ’ 

Therefore, all potato growers 
should he on the Tookbat and be 
prepared to employ measures for 
control. {£°:2 Elevator. agents have 
been qeovided with a supply of 
illustrated circulars in which the 
disease is clearly described and 
cuntrol methods outlined.

Save The Eest 
Yearling Hens 


‘Save the best yearling hens for 


egg production in 1946 and also to 
produce more eggs in ‘the fall of 
1945 is the advice given to Cana- 
dian. poultrymen by the poultry 
authorities of the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, Assur- 
ance has now been obtained that 
Britain will reguire eggs in 1946 
in at least as great quantities as 
in 1945, The periods during which 
Britain wants shell eggs most are 
in the fall and in the winter and 
early spring. In the past six months 
Canada was abic-to make a fine 
contribution. A like contribution 
will be expected next fall and 
winter, 


With fewer early chicks this 
year, say the poultry authorities 
the prospects are not so bright. 
The alternative is to save and 
carry over yearlings into 1946. It 
is important that enough be carr- 
ied over to make full pens, because 
pullets and yearlings do not go 
well together. Where individual 
producers have not enough to 
carry over, possibly two or more 
producers could arrange to put 
their yearlings together by pur- 
chase or otherwise. It is important 
that no laying birds be sent to 
market this year,
